Thk  new  responsibilities  we  have  assumed  in 
taking  charge  of  an  important  department  witli 
the  honorable  and  well  known  firm  of  Auctioneers, 
Geo.  A.  Leavitt  li:  Co.,  and  the  increasing  demand 
made  upon  our  time,  requiring  us  to  devote 
every  spare  moment  to  catalogues,  besides  our 
large  Coin  business,  make  it  questionable  if  we 
shall  be  able  to  continue  the  publication  of 
Numisma,  at  least  in  its  present  form  ; and  we 
have  in  fact,  decided  to  close  with  the  present 
number  a serial  which  during  the  nine  years  of 
its  publication,  has  properly,  perhaps,  been  con- 
sidered as  the  special  organ  of  American  ama- 
teur coin  collectors. 

With  our  readers  we  have  had  the  most  i)leas- 
ant  intercourse.  Some  whose  names  appear  as 
subscribers  to  Vol.  I,  have  continued  on  our  list, 
and  are  still  upon  it,  their  subscriptions  paid  up  in 
full ; others  have  been  with  us  so  long  as  their 
interest  in  the  subject  continued  ; a few  after 
subscribing,  have  neglected  to  pay  up ; if  the 
latter  think  that  Nuviisma  has  been  worth  50 
cents  a year  to  them,  we  shall  be  pleased  and 
thankful  to  be  able  to  send  them  a receipt  in 
full;  if  not,  let  them  be  a.ssured  that  they  will 
never  be  troubled  with  dunning  letters  from  us. 

We  have  constantly  extended  to  our  fellow 
dealers  the  courtesy  of  timely  announcements  of 
their  sales,  and  fair  and  favorable  reviews  after- 
wards, without  ever  expecting  a word  of  thanks, 
but  if  it  came,  it  was  all  the  more  appreciated. 
If  the  methods  of  a few  have  at  times  been  criti- 
cised by  us,  it  was  because  criticism  was  invited, 
a criticism  which  could  often  have  been  made 
much  sharper,  if  not  ruinous,  while  yet  keeping 
within  the  exact  bounds  of  truth. 


Our  principal  aim  has  been  to  disseminate 
correct  information  especially  on  the  subject  of 
American  coinage;  nearly  all  the  articles  pub- 
lished were  original.  In  fact  we  now  look  back 
upon  the  last  nine  years  as  the  most  active  and 
laborious,  though  not  the  most  successful  part 
of  our  life.  'I'he  statement  ma\’  seem  strange  to 
some,  but  most  coin  dealers  will  agree  with 
us  when  we  say  that  no  business  has  greater 
claim  upon  one’s  time,  and  none  recpiires  more 
unceasing  activitv  and  attention  than  that  of  a 
coin  dealer,  and  if  to  that  you  add  say  five  hours 
per  day  of  other  distinct  occupations,  besides 
the  regular  publication  of  a numismatic  bi- 
monthly, it  must  be  granted  that  very  little  time 
is  left  either  for  recreation,  reading,  or  study. 

N'uvtisma  will  hereafter  be  published  at  irreg- 
ular intervals  about  four  times  per  year,  as  a 
medium  for  the  sale  of  collections,  which  their 
owners  do  not  wish  to  sell  through  the  regular 
public  sales,  on  a plan  somewhat  similar  to 
Thieme’s  list  published  at  Leipzig.  The  sub- 
scription price  will  continue  at  50  cents,  a very 
small  amount,  when  it  is  considered  that  by 
this  means  collectors  often  save  five  and  ten 
times  what  they  would  otherwise  have  to  pay, 
not  to  speak  of  the  purchasing  commissions, 
and  the  risk  of  not  obtaining  the  coin  wanted. 

To  those  who  want  a paper  devoted  strictly  to 
Numismatic  literature  and  the  current  news  of 
sales,  etc.,  we  warmly  recommend  the  “ Ameri- 
can Journal  of  Numismatics,”  published  at  $2.00 
per  annum,  at  Boston,  Mass.  This  has  always 
been,  is  now,  and  probably  will  be  for  many 
years,  the  most  advanced,  temperate,  reliable 
and  interesting  of  all  American  publications  on 
Numismatic  subjects. 


The  origin  of  that  wonderful  1804  dollar 
becomes  more  clearly  distinguished  as  time  ad- 
vances. J.  N.  T.  Levick  authorizes  us  to  say 
that  one  was  offered  him  in  1869,  but  he  “took 
no  stock  in  it  ” because  he  saw  at  a glance  that 
it  was  a restrike  ; a former  collector  who  called 
at  our  office,  stated  that  he  saw  and  could  easily 
have  obtained  one  at  the  time,  but  he  would  not 
buy.  Old  Philadelphia  dealers  say  that  the 
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number  offered  at  sales  bears  no  comparison  to 
the  number  privately  offered  and  sold,  and  that 
the  supply  from  the  old  woman’s  hoard  down  in 
Jersey  is  by  no  means  exhausted. 

It  is  now  also  positively  known  that  dollars  of 
iSoi,  1802,  and  1803  were  restruck  by  the  same 
parties  who  restruck  the  1804  dollar.  'Fhese 
were  called  “proofs  from  abroad,”  and  found  a 
ready  sale  among  collectors. 


NOTES  ON  THE  ISSUES  OF  POST- 
AGE AND  FRACTIONAL  CUR- 
RENCY. 

COMPILED  1!Y  ED.  FROSSARD  FROM  OFFICIAL  INFOR- 
MATIO.X  RECEIVED  FRO.M  THE  TREASURY  DE- 
PARTMENT AND  OTHER  SOURCES. 

Soon  after  the  outbreak  of  the  Southern 
Rebellion  in  1861,  the  exigencies  of  a largely 
increasing  trade  and  a public  distrust  in  the 
ability  of  the  country  to  bear  the  immense 
financial  burdens  imposed  upon  it  by  the  con- 
stantly increasing  expenditures  of  the  U.  S. 
Government,  led  to  a rapid  disappearance  from 
circulation  of  the  current  gold  and  silver  coins 
and  a consequent  appreciation  of  their  value. 
At  first  the  larger  denominations  only  were 
withdrawn,  then  the  dimes,  half  dimes,  and 
finally  the  copper  cents  disappeared,  so  that  dur- 
ing the  first  six  months  of  1862  no  small  change 
of  any  sort  could  be  obtained  except  with  great 
inconvenience  or  by  purchasing  the  same  at  a 
premium  from  brokers  and  merchants. 

.\  partial  relief  to  this  extraordinary  condition 
was  found  in  the  use  of  U.  S.  postage  stamps, 
which,  during  the  summer  of  1863,  were  paid  out 
and  accepted  in  payment  for  all  small  sums,  h'or 
the  pur|)ose  of  avoiding  their  loss  or  damage  by 
handling,  and  for  convenience  in  cpiickly  making 
the  necessary  change,  a large  number  of  corpo- 
rations, firms  and  indisiduals  placed  postage 
stamps  in  small  envelopes,  stamped  with  their 
name  and  the  amount  of  stam|)s  contained,  and 
in  this  form  postage  stamps  circulated  largely, 
especially  in  New  York  and  other  large  cities. 
Other  firms  issued  stamps  inclosed  in  metallic 
cases,  stamiied  withnames  or  advertisements  and 


facings  of  mica  or  other  transparent  substances. 
A large  number  of  these  were  issued,  and  are 
now  assiduously  collected,  both  by  stamp  and 
coin  collectors. 

In  a country  where  public  wants  are  quickly 
felt  and  promptly  supplied  by  public  or  private 
enterprise,  this  make-shift  could  not  continue 
long,  and  Congress  came  to  the  relief  of  the 
public  by  authorizing  the  issue  of  “ Postage 
Stamp  Notes,”  or  “ Postal  Currency,”  estab- 
lished by  the  Act  of  July  17,  1862,  of  which 
notes  of  5,  10,  25  and  50  cents  were  issued  to 
the  amount  of  $20,215,635. 

The  Postage  Currency  was  printed  in  sheets 
which  at  first  were  perforated  for  convenience  in 
separating  the  notes;  but  the  demand  for  the 
currency  was  so  great  that  in  order  to  save  time 
the  perforation  was  afterwards  omitted,  and  the 
notes  either  issued  in  sheets  or  cut  up  into  notes 
with  shears,  until  the  separating  machines  came 
into  use.  The  American  Bank  Note  Co.  engraved 
the  plates,  and,  at  first,  e.xecuted  the  printing  of 
the  “Postage  Currency”;  subsequently  a por- 
tion of  the  work  was  done  by  the  “ National 
Bank  Note  Company  ” from  the  same  plates ; 
this  Company  erased  the  cipher  “ A.  B.  Co.'' 
Under  the  Act  of  March  3,  1863,  P’ractional 
Currency  was  issued  in  lieu  of  “ Postage  Cur- 
rency,” and  its  issue  continued,  with  several 
marked  modifications  of  design,  color  and  size, 
until  finally  relinquished  in  1876.  These  modi- 
fications form  in  themselves  four  distinct  issues, 
denominated  the  2d,  3d,  4th  and  5th. 

Of  the  second  issue,  notes  of  5,  10,  25  and  50 
cents  were  issued  amounting  to  $23,164,483.65, 
between  Oct.  10,  1863,  and  Feb.  23,  1867. 

Of  the  third  issue,  notes  of  3,  5,  10,  15,  25 
and  50  cents  to  the  amount  of  $86,115,028.80 
were  issued  between  December  5,  1864,  and 
.Vpril  16,  1869. 

Of  the  fourth  issue,  notes  of  10,  15,  25  and 
50  cents  to  the  amount  of  $176,567,032.00,  were 
issued  between  July  14,  1S69,  and  Feb.  16,  1S75. 

Of  the  fifth  issue,  notes  of  lo,  25  and  50  cents 
to  the  amount  of  $62,661,900.00.  were  issuoil 
between  February  26th,  1874.  and  kebruary 
15,  1876,  when  the  issue  finally  ceased. 
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of  tlic  Fractional  Currency  a total  of  $34''^,- 
508,444.45,  was  issued  beginning  with  October 
10,  1863,  and  ending  Felnaiary  15,  1876,  making 
with  the  Postage  Currency  a grand  total  of 
$368,724,079.45,  for  the  entire  issues. 

'Pile  gilt  letters  and  figures  on  the  backs  of  a 
portion  of  the  notes  of  the  second  issue  w'ere 
intended  to  indicate  the  year  of  the  issue,  the 
number  of  the  plate,  and  (by  the  letter)  the 
location  of  the  note  on  the  plate.  This  was 
continued  on  a part  of  the  third  issue,  the  year 
being  indicated  by  “64 ’’and  “65.”  This  was 
however  soon  abandoned,  but  on  the  later  issues 
the  number  of  the  plate  and  the  letter  indicating 
the  location  of  the  note  on  the  plate,  appear. 
These  combinations  were  used  as  checks  and 
for  the  better  regulation  of  the  work ; they 
cannot,  therefore,  be  considered  as  forming 
varieties  of  notes,  and  each  different  combina- 
tion of  letter  and  numbers  in  a collection  should 
not  be  considered  as  forming  a variety. 

The  notes  of  the  third  issue  with  red  backs 
were  printed  as  specimens  only ; the  regular 
issue  were  all  printed  with  green  backs  ; a num- 
ber of  both  kinds  were  signed  bv  the  Treasurer 
merely  for  use  as  specimens.  Paper  of  thicker 
tissue  than  usual  was  at  one  time  e.xperimented 
with ; there  was  no  other  object  in  using  it. 

A’arious  shades  of  the  same  color  are  found 
in  every  issue.  These  not  forming  varieties 
proper,  should  not  be  so  considered  by  col- 
lectors. 

The  Act  of  March  3,  1865,  provided  for  the 
coinage  of  the  three  cent  nickel,  and  prohibited 
the  further  issue  of  Fractional  Currency  of  a de- 
nomination less  than  five  cents  ; the  Act  of  May 
16,  1866,  which  provided  for  the  coinage  of  the 
five  cent  nickel,  prohibited  the  issue  of  fractional 
notes  of  a denomination  less  than  ten  cents. 

'Phe  fifteen  cent  notes,  with  vignettes  of  Gen- 
erals Grant  and  Sherman,  w'ere  prepared  early  in 
1866:  the  use  of  portraits  of  living  persons  on 
notes  or  bonds  of  the  United  States,  was  prohib- 
ited by  an  Act  of  Congress,  of  April  7,  18C6 
(now  Sec.  3576  of  the  Revised  Statutes),  and  the 
issue  of  this  denomination  was  abandoned  until 
several  years  later. 
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'Phe  issue  of  P'l actional  Currency  ceased  P’eb- 
ruary  15,  1876,  the  ajDiJropriatioii  for  j)rintingthe 
same  having  been  e.xhausted.  'Phe  Act  of  .April 
17,  1876,  “to  provide  for  a deficiency  in  the 
printing  and  engraving  bureau,”  etc.,  provided 
for  the  issue  of  fractional  silver  coin  in  redemp- 
tion and  substitution  of  the  P’ractional  Currency 
“until  the  whole  amount  of  fractional  currency 
outstanding  shall  be  redeemed.” 

F.  K.  Spinner  was  'Preasurer  of  the  United 
States  from  March  16,  i86r,  to  June  30,  1875, 
and  John  C.  New  from  June  30,  1875,  1*^  7i 
1876.  S.  ]!.  Colby  was  Registrar  of  the  'Preas- 
ury  from  .August  ii,  1864.  to  September  21, 
1867;  N.  L.  Jeffries  from  October  5,  1867,  to 
March  15,  1869,  and  John  Allison  from  April  3, 
1869,  to  March  23,  1878.

Rcghne,  by  R.  W.  McLachlafi.

edicts  and  patents  under  which  these  coinages 
were  issued,  embracing  the  ^ and  crowns  of 
1680,  the  so-called  Louisiana  cents  etc.  Since 
writing  his  article  Monsieur  Zay  has  kindly  com- 
municated to  us  the  following  information,  which 
will  no  doubt  be  duly  appreciated  by  our  Ameri- 
can friends  :

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notice,  aujourd’hui  e])uisee,  j’ai  egalement  etabli  I’ori- 
gine  de  la  piece  de  cuivre  au  C courrone,  sans  legende 
an  revers,  jusqu’ici  indecise  ( voyez  Maillet,  Hoffman, 
P'onrobert  ) et  qui  a ete  frappee  pour  toutes  les  Colonies 
fran^aises.
